Gentlemen  of  the  City  CounciIv  : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  our  city  charter 
and  the  laws  of  New  Hampshire,  the  citizens  have  dele- 
gated to  you  their  powers  and  chosen  you  their  represen- 
tatives to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  city  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

How  sacred  that  trust  should  be  to  you  I  need  not  say ; 
not  one  among  you  but  feels  his  deep  responsibility,  for 
from  you  is  expected  that  rigid  investigation  into  its  af- 
fairs, that  will  enable  you  to  act  understandingly  on  all 
matters  that  ma}^  come  before  you,  and  thus  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  city  be  subserved. 

To  us  in  a  measure  is  intrusted  the  future  welfare  of 
our  city.  If  we  desire  to  induce  new  business  to  come  to 
us,  we  must  see  to  it  that  our  tax  rate  does  not  assume  ex- 
cessive proportions  ;  while  on  the  other  hand  we  must  be 
able  to  present  to  them,  as  among  the  first  conditions  for 
their  consideration,  good  schools,  good  highways,  as  well 
as  ample  police  and  fire  protection  ;  thus,  while  attending 
to  the  present,  it  is  our  duty  to  thoughtfully  consider  the 
needs  of  the  future. 


It  is  not  my  purpose  to  present  at  this  time  many  sug- 
gestions, but  after  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  city  and  its  needs,  it  will  be  my  pleasure  to 
place  before  you  from  time  to  time,  with  my  recommenda- 
tions, such  matters  as  seem  to  demand  your  careful  atten- 
tion. 

,  FINANCE. 

The  subject  of  finance  is  one  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  our  city.  With  an  indebtedness  of  nearly  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  its  pressing  needs  in  many  direc- 
tions, no  expenditure  of  any  amount  should  be  made  with- 
out the  most  careful  scrutiny,  and  knowledge  of  absolute 
necessity  for  the  same. 

The  tendency  of  the  times  is  to  extravagance ;  there  is 
but  one  true  way  for  city  or  citizens  to  conduct  their  af- 
fairs—  go  without  what  they  cannot  afford,  otherwise 
they  will  sooner  or  later  be  placed  in  an  uncomfortable 
position. 

The    following  is  a  statement  of    the  financial  condition 
of  our  city  as  shown  by  its  books  :

Section  11,  Chapter  20,  of  the  city  ordinances  provides 
that  the  surplus  earnings  of  the  water  works  be  applied  to 
the  liquidation  of  said  debt.  About  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  having  accumulated,  I  would  recommend  that  if  at 
any  time  said  bonds  could  be  purchased  on  a  3^  per 
cent,  basis,  that  such  a  part,  or  all  of  said  surplus,  as  the 
city  council  deem  advisable,  be  used  to  purchase  and  re- 
tire said  bonds. 

HIGHWAY    DEPARTMENT. 

The  question  of  how  to  keep  our  highways  in  a  passa- 
ble condition,  and  at  the  same  time  make  any  permanent 
improvement,  is  one  that  has  troubled  every  administra- 
tion for  many  years.  With  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty 
miles  of  highway  to  keep  in  repair,  it  leaves  little  money 
for  new  and  enduring  roads  without  seriously  burdening 
our  citizens.  In  view  of  this  fact  I  believe  a  certain  part 
of  the  appropriation  should  be  yearly  expended  in  substan- 
tial work  ;  this  practise  continued  will  in  a  few  years  ma- 
terially improve  our  roads. 

Within  a  few  years  a  surface  of  crushed  stone  has  been 
used  on  the  road  leading  to  East  Rochester  with  gratifying 
results.  I  believe  it  should  be  continued  until  a  good  road 
is  completed  between  the  two  villages,  and  as  soon  as  our 
finances  will  admit,  continued  to  Gonic. 

To  properly  superintend  and  repair  our  highways  re- 
quires an  ability  and  training  of  the  highest  order.  With 
the  large  amount  of  money  yearly  expended  and  the  many 
miles  of  roads  to  care  for,  we  can  ill  afford  to  intrust  it  to 
incompetent  hands.  No  one  should  be  given  that  position 
unless  he  be  a  practical  road  builder,  and  unless  such  a 
man  can  be  obtained  in  town,  I  would  seek  one  elsewhere, 
(as  we  do  our  supervisor  of  schools). 
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WATER     WORKS. 

Nothing  conduces  so  mucli  to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
any  people  as  pure  water  and  pure  air.  The  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  our  water  supply  (both  in  qualit}^  and  quan- 
tity) ,  and  how  to  renied}'  it  without  great  expense  to  the 
city,  have  given  the  committee  in  chaj-ge  much  thought. 
I  believe  that  very  soon  we  will  be  compelled  to  lay  another 
line  of  pipe  from  the  city  to  the  reservoir,  for  in  event  of  a 
large  fire,  necessitating  the  use  of  several  lines  of  hose,  it 
would  be  impossible  to  reach  the  top  of  our  highest  build- 
ings, while  at  times  the  quality  is  not  what  we  desire. 

I  recommend  that  the  committee  having  it  in  charge 
make  a  thorough  investigation  into  the  existing  conditions, 
and  make  a  full  report  of  the  same  to  the  Council  at  the 
earliest  practical  moment,  with  their  recommendations 
how  best  to  obtain  the  desired  result. 

PUBLIC    vSCHOOLS. 

The  question  of  public  schools  and  how  to  obtain  the 
highest  and  best  practical  results,  is  one  that  has  interested 
the  American  people  from  the  foundation  of  our  govern- 
ment, and  at  no  time  in  its  history  has  there  been  that 
pressing  need  of  such  a  high  grade  of  excellence  in  its 
graduates  as  now,  the  complex  duties  of  life  requiring 
everyone  to  be  an  expert  in  some  line  to  insure  success. 

The  question  of  sufficient  and  proper  accommodation  for 
our  schools  is  one  of  great  importance  to  us  all.  It  has 
been  so  thoroughly  discussed  within  the  last  year  that  I 
need  not  enter  into  it  at  this  time,  but  with  this  fact  in 
mind,  that  the  Board  of  Health  have  pronounced  some  of 
our  schoolhouses  unhealthy  and  dangerous  to  send  child- 
ren   to,  no  time    should  be    lost   in    selecting    a  lot  for    a 


school  building,  that  the  existing  evils  may  be  corrected 
as  speedih'  as  possible. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

One  of  the  serious  conditions  that  confront  us  to-day  is 
that  of  our  fire  department.  With  the  unsatisfactory 
manner  in  which  much  of  that  valuable  property  is  being 
cared  for,  I  feel  the  subject  of  a  fire  station  is  one  of  im- 
perative importance,  the  hook  and  ladder  truck  and  hose 
carriage  being  kept  in  a  place  where  it  is  impossible  to 
preserve  them  with  that  care  due  such  expensive  appara- 
tus, much  of  the  hose  being  improperly  dried,  with  no 
way  of  draining  it,  thus  causing  a  waste  we  can  ill  afford. 

With  the  present  volunteer  system,  the  members  living 
in  all  parts  of  the  city,  we  realize  the  need  of  an  alarm 
gong  that  can  be  distinctly  heard  under  an}-  and  all  con- 
ditions. I  recommend  the  committee  on  fire  department 
give  the  subject  that  consideration  which  its  importance 
demands. 

PUBLIC    LIBRARY. 

Unless  one  has  closely  observed  the  progress  of  our 
public  library  they  can  hardly  realize  its  great  importance 
to  our  city.  While  its  works  of  fiction  are  largely  read,  it 
is  to  its  volumes  of  history  and  books  of  reference  we  look 
for  its  best  results,  and  the  demand  for  this  class  is  in- 
creasing beyond  the  power  of  the  library  to  supply.  In 
view  of  its  pressing  need  I  feel  we  should  be  as  liberal 
in  its  appropriation  as  the  financial  condition  of  our  city 
will  warrant. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  say,  I  fully  appreciate  the 
honor  of  being  your  associate  in  the  work  of  the  city  in 
the  closing  j^ear  of  the  century. 


I  know  each  one  of  you  must  make  some  sacrifice  in  ac- 
cepting these  responsibilities,  and  I  feel  I  ma\'  confidenth' 
look  to  you  lor  that  fairness  that  will  enable  you  to  discuss 
all  questions  arising,  with  the  dignity  due  your  honored 
position,  and  it  will  be  my  whole  aim,  with  your  counsel 
and  assistance,  to  labor  for  the  best  interest  of  those  who 
have  confided  to  us,  their  welfare  and  their  honor.

It  will  be  readily  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  the 
excess  in  expenditures  over  the  appropriation  is  nearly 
covered  by  the  bills  of  New  Hampshire    Insane    Asylum. 
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The  unexpended  balance  from  last  year  (1S98)  was  in 
reality  no  unexpended  balance  whatever,  for  there  were 
outstanding  bills  which  came  in  later  and  which  were  suf- 
ficient to  wipe  out  the  balance.  I  am  authorized  to  report 
from  the  City  Clerk  that  enough  has  been  transferred  from 
the  Police  Department  to  the  Poor  Department  to  balance 
the  account. 

I  have  taken  pains  to  look  over  the  reports  from  some 
of  the  towns  and  one  city,  at  least,  besides  our  own  in 
Strafford  County,  and  I  find  that  our  expenditures  for  the 
support  of  poor  and  dependent  are  much  less  in  proportion 
to  the  population  than  any  one  of  them.  By  reviewing 
the  reports  from  year  to  year  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total 
expenditures  for  any  one  year  are  about  $l,r)00.00.  It  is 
practically  an  impossibility  to  hold  the  expenditures  much 
under  that  amount.  In  fact  they  are  quite  as  likely  to 
exceed  that  amount,  slightly,  as  they  are  to  be  kept  within 
it.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  appropriation  be  in- 
creased to  $1,500.00  for  the  next  year.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 


Main  Street  has  been  macadamized  from  Stone  bridge 
to  concrete  at  Square  at  a  cost  of  $759.99  ;  also  1,567  feet 
on  East  Rochester  road  at  a  cost  of  $752.80. 

There  has  been  seven  bridges  in  different  parts  of  the 
city  newly  planked,  and  a  part  of  them  new  cross  timbers 
at  a  cost  of  $296.78.  The  bridge  on  Chestnut  Hill  road 
has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  $91.88. 

The  road  machine  has  been  used  on  twenty-six  miles  of 
road  beside  light  work  in  city,  East  Rochester  and  Gonic. 

From  twenty-five  to  thirty  miles  of  bushes  have  been 
cut  on  the  different  roads  during  the  year. 

Thirty-two  culverts  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid. 

The  city  teams  have  drawn  900  tons  of  stone  to  crusher. 

The  snowplow  has  been  used  twenty-three  times. 

The  sidewalks  sanded  twenty-one  times. 

329  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  has  been  laid  in  new  surface 
sewer  on  Sheridan  avenue. 

There  has  been  518  feet  of  surface  sewer  taken  up  and 
relaid. 

2,800  feet  of  railing  has  been  built  in  dangerous  places 
in  the  city. 

About  $100  has  been  expended  on  stone  w^all  at  Willow 
Brook  ridge.

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REPORT  OF  CITY  SOLICITOR. 


To  the  Mayor  a?id  Cotcncil  of  the  City  of  Rochester: 

Gentlemen: — There  were  pending,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  thirteen  appeal  cases  from  awards  made  upon 
the  widening  and  straightening  of  the  highways.  Of 
these,  two  cases,  viz.,  the  case  of  George  McDuffee  and 
that  of  John  Hanscam  has  been  adjusted  by  the  City. 
Five  of  the  remaining  cases  being  those  appeals  from  the 
layout  and  the  awards  made  upon  the  main  road  over 
Rochester  hill,  the  same  was  heard  before  the  County 
Commissioners  and  after  a  four  days'  hearing,  the  awards 
were  cut  down  from  the  amounts  awarded  by  the  City,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  Mrs.  Sarah  A.  Howe,  which  was  in- 
creased to  $11 -^^Q.  The  decision  in  these  cases  carry  the 
costs  of  court  and  of  the  hearing  before  the  commissioners 
upon  the  petitioners.  These  cases  are  still  pending 
awaiting  a  motion  made  by  the  petitioners'  counsel  for  the 
Count}^  Commissioners  to  direct  who  should  remove  the 
walls  whenever  the  land  is  turned  into  the  highway. 
There  are  remaining  six  cases  which  the  City  stands  ready 
to  try  at  any  time  the  petitioners  desire  them  heard,  and 
have  been  continued  during  the  past  year  without  costs 
to  either  side.  The  amount  involved  in  these  six  cases 
cannot  be  verj-  large. 

The  case  of  Charles  F.  Trask  &  Co.,  vs.  the  City  of 
Rochester,  being  an  appeal  from  the  award  of  damages 
made  by  the  City  Council  in  laying  out  the  deep  sewer  in 


1895,  and  having  been  pending  since  that  time,  was  ad- 
ju.sted  by  agreement  of  parties  and  taken  out  of  court. 
There  is  a  small  case  now  pending  in  the  police  court  in 
which  the  Cit}'  of  Rochester  is  plaintiff  and  Mrs.  F.  I. 
Decater  is  defendant,  in  which  the  City  seeks  to  recover 
for  work  done  by  the  Superintendent  of  Water  Works  in 
the  connection  of  the  creamery  with  the  public  deep 
sewer. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  no  suit,  of  any 
great  magnitude,  is  pending  against  the  City. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  uniform 
courtesy  shown  me  by  his  Honor,  Maj'or  Bradley,  City 
Marshal  Berry,  and  b}^  all  other  officers  with  whom  i 
have  been  associated.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City   Council   of  the   City  oj 
Rochester  : 

I  present  the  following  report  of  the  Fire  Department, 
year  ending  December  31,  1899. 

There  have  been  28  fire  alarms  in  the  city,  also  1  at 
Hanson's  shoe  factory  ;  2  at  East  Rochester ;  1  at  North 
Rochester  ;  1  at  Adams  corner.  I  have  also  responded  to 
5  still  alarms.  We  have  purchased  during  the  year  15 
glass  key  boxes  attached  to  the  fire  alarm  boxes,  also  2 
call  tappers  for  drivers'  houses.  I  would  make  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  : 

1st.  That  a  steam  gong  be  purchased.  I  saw  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  more  powerful  alarm  at  Tuttle's  fire  ;  out  of 
55  firemen  there  were  but  22  responded. 

2d.  That  a  new  fire  station  be  built.  You  all  know 
that  in  the  barn  where  the  hook  and  ladder  truck  is  kept, 
also  the  best  hose  wagon,  the  ammonia  is  ruining  the 
apparatus  ;  with  no  place  to  drain  and  dry  the  hose  it  is 
in  danger  of  spoiling. 

3d.  That  a  chemical  engine  be  purchased.  If  we  had 
one  I  am  sure  that  a  great  loss  from  damage  by  water 
would  be  prevented,  as  but  a  small  stream  is  thrown  and 
does  great  execution. 

I  thank  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  for  their 
promptness  and  assistance    during  the  year.

2.  Upon  the  discovery  of  a  fire,  or  positive  information 
of  a  fire,  break  the  glass  in  the  key  box,  unlock  the  box, 
pull  down  the  hook  once  as  far  as  it  will  go  (without  jerk- 
ing), and  then  let  go.  Shut  the  door,  but  do  not  try  to 
remove  the  key,  as  it  is  locked  in  a  trap  lock  and  can  only 
be  removed  by  a  release  key,  which  is  carried  by  each  en- 
gineer, who  will,  as  soon  as  convenient,  release  and 
return  it. 

3.  All  persons  giving  fire  alarms  are  requested  to  re- 
main by  the  box  a  moment,  and  if  no  clicking  is  heard  in 
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the  box,  pull  again  ;  and  if  you  still  hear  no  clicking  go 
to  the  nearest  box,  procure  another  key,  and  give  an  alarm 
from  that. 

4.  Never  pull  an  alarm  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance. 
Never  touch  a  box  except  to  give  an  alarm  of  fire. 
Give  an  alarm  for  no  cause  other  than  actual  fire. 
Don't  give  an  alarm  for  a  chimney  fire. 

5.  Owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  are  requested 
to  inform  themselves  of  the  location  of  alarm  boxes  near 
their  property.  Be  sure  the  alarm  is  promptly  and  prop- 
erly given. 

SIGNALS. 

Two  strokes  of  the  bell  is  the  all-out  signal. 
Six  strokes  of  the  bell  is  for  a  brush  fire,  or  a  fire  at  a 
distance,  where  the  Fire  Department  will  be  needed. 
One  stroke  of  the  bell  is  the  engineer's  test. 
The  above  signals  are  given  only  by  the  chief  engineer.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF 
HEALTH. 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Rochester, 
N.  H.: 

We,  at  this  time,  submit  to  you  our  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1899,  in  compliance  with  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  of  Rochester.  The  past  year  has  been 
unusually  free  from  epidemics  and  contagious  diseases. 
There  have  been  no  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  or  diptheria 
and  there  has  been  but  one  death  from  scarlet  fever. 

Whole  number  of  contagious  diseases  35. 

Typhoid  fever,   3. 

Diphtheria,          2. 

Scarlet  fever,    28  (one  death). 

Measles,  2. 

Whole  number  of  deaths  during  the  year,  167. 

Estimating  the  population  at  8,000,  the  death  rate 
would  be  20|  per  thousand,  which  is  an  exceedingly  low 
death  rate  for  this  section  of  country. 

There  have  been  twenty  complaints  of  nuisances  made 
to  the  Board  which  required  their  official  action,  a  record 
of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Board, 

There  have  been  many  minor  nuisances  abated  by  the 
health  officer  of  which  there  is  no  official  record. 

The  health  officer  has  buried  seventeen  dead  animals. 

There  have  been  110  connections  made  with  the  deep 
sewer. 


There  have  been  fifty-eight  notices  to  connect  with  the 
deep  sewer,  served  by  this  Board,  nearly  all  of  which 
have  been  complied  with.  Many  of  the  other  connections 
have  been  made  bj^  the  advice,  but  without  the  official 
action  of  the  Board. 

PUBLIC  DEEP  SEWER. 

We  have  in  Rochester  proper  a  sewer  practically  com- 
plete. In  East  Rochester  a  good  amount  of  sewer  has 
been  constructed,  but  here  it  is  by  no  means  complete. 

In  the  village  of  Gonic  there  is  no  sewerage  whatever. 
This  village  is  situated  on  the  bank  of  the  river  and  could 
be  easily  furnished  with  the  necessary  sewerage.  As  it  is 
at  the  present  time,  a  great  many  of  the  buildings  are 
built  upon  the  bank  and  it  is  difficult  to  get  at  them  in  or- 
der to  put  them  in  a  sanitary  condition,  while  the  cit)^  at 
a  small  outlay  could  put  in  a  substantial  system  of  sewer- 
age which  in  the  near  future  would  necessitate  the  inhab- 
itants taking  and  using  more  water  from  the  city,  and  we 
would  certainly  recommend  that  this  receive  your  imme- 
diate attention. 

In  any  town  which  needs  a  sewer  it  is  impossible  to 
have  one  absolutely  complete.  In  our  opinion  there  are 
some  extensions  needed  at  the  present  time  in  Rochester 
proper  and  East  Rochester.  We  recommend  that  the 
following  extensions  be  made  in  the  early  future,  viz.: 
1st,  from  Wakefield  street  to  the  land  of  Ezekiel  Went- 
worth  through  Barker's  court.  2d,  from  Winter  street 
along  Front  street  to  the  fifth  house.  8d,  Union  street 
entire  in  East  Rochester.  There  is  now  before  your  hon- 
orable body  a  petition  for  an  extension  of  sewer  from  Lin- 
den street  to  a    point    at  which    connection    can  be    made 
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with  Wallace's  tannery,  according    to  the  original  plan  of 
the  sewer  which  we  advise  be  granted  at  an  earl}-  date. 

A  very  large  number  of  connections  have  been  made 
with  the  sewer  and  in  no  instance  has  a  connection  been 
unsatisf actor}-.  In  our  opinion  we  have  a  sewer  most  ex- 
cellently constructed  and  of  sufficient  capacit}'  to  accom- 
modate at  least  ten  times  the  present  population. 

^ATATER. 

At  various  times  complaints  have  been  made  concern- 
ing our  water  supply,  not  on  account  of  quantity,  but 
quality,  which  has  not  been  without  reason. 

Certainly,  at  times,  the  taste  has-  not  been  conducive  to 
the  formation  of  the  water  habit  to  the  exclusion  of  all 
other  beverages  and  the  odor  has  met  with  many  compari- 
sons and  has  been  accounted  for  in  various  ways.  Re- 
peated examinations  have  shown  that  the  cause  or  causes 
for  the  disagreeable  features  alreadj^  alluded  to  are  not  of 
a  disease  producing  character.  In  our  opinion,  judging 
from  the  character  of  the  prevailing  diseases  in  our  city, 
the  water  is  not  injurious  to  public  health. 

VACCINATION. 

We  believe  it  our  duty  to  impress  upon  the  proper 
authorities  the  necessitj'  of  complying  with  the  law  in  re- 
gard to  this  very  important  subject.  Small  pox  does  not 
prevail  so  extensively  as  it  has  at  times  in  the  past.  The 
reason  why  it  does  not  is  simply  vaccination.  When 
done  by  pure  virus,  which  can  be  obtained  at  any  time 
and  in  any  place,  and  under  modern  methods,  it  is  abso- 
lutely safe. 
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PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

Some  of  our  school  buildings  are  in  a  most  deplorable 
condition  from  a  sanitary  standpoint.  We  have  already 
called  your  attention  to  this  subject  and,  at  this  time,  we 
cannot  add  anything  to  what  we  have  already  said.  We 
hope  and  believe  that  the  next  report  from  the  Board  of 
Health  will  show  a  much  improved  condition.  We  have 
had  occasion  to  consult  the  State  Board  of  Health  at  va- 
rious times.  Our  consultations  have,  at  all  times,  been 
very  satisfactory.  We  have  always  found  that  body 
ready  to  aid  and  assist  in  all  matters  which  would  result 
in  benefiting  the  public  from  the  standpoint  of  public 
health.

ROCHESTER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Library,  January 
22,  1900,  it  was  v^otecl  that  the  report  of  the  Secretary, 
together  with  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  be  presented  as 
the  annual  report  of  the  Trustees. 


REPORT  OF   LIBRARY   TRUSTEES. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Rochester  : 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  is  here- 
with respectfully  submitted,  together  with  the  Librarian's 
report,  giving  more  complete  details,  and  such  recommen- 
dations as  the  Trustees  deem  advisable.  The  catalogue 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  and  will  be  ready  for  delivery 
about  the  first  of  February.  The  estimated  cost  is  about 
$390. 

On  account  of  the  printing  of  the  catalogue,  which  we 
expected  would  be  ready  for  delivery  the  first  of  January, 
and  the  purpose  of  the  Trustees  to  keep  within  the  appro- 
priation, only  $295.91  were  expended  for  new  books  during 
the  past  year.  This  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  dissatis- 
faction among  the  patrons  of  the  librar\^  It  is  the  desire 
of  the  Trustees  to  place  upon  the  shelves  of  the  library 
all  books  of  general  interest  and  permanent  value,  as  well 
as  the  books  of  the  day  that  are  in  demand  by  the  public. 
But  we  necessarily  will  come  far  short  of  this  ideal  limit, 
unless  the  City  Council  make  a  liberal  appropriation  for 
the  library. 

We  have  in  the  library  about  75  volumes  of  the  popu- 
lar magazines  that  should  be  bound  in  order  to  preserve 
them.  These  magazines  are  in  demand  b)'  the  public, 
and  should  be  placed  upon  the  shelves  for  distribution. 
We  have  also  a  valuable  set  of  music  books  that  should 
be  bound,  and  many  other  historical  documents  which  are 
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being  mutilated  b}^  mice  in  the  library  room.  The  above 
books  and  documents  can  be  bound  and  preserved  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $150. 

We  also  call  3'our  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  floor 
of  the  library  room,  worn  in  places,  open  cracks  for  the 
accumulation  of  dirt,  with  the  continual  tread  back  and 
forth  of  the  patrons  of  the  library  and  reading-room,  caus- 
ing a  dust  in  the  room  to  the  injury  of  the  books  upon  the 
shelves.  This  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  floor.  Addi- 
tional shelves  must  be  added  to  the  library  during  the 
3'ear,  but  we  have  no  room. 

Our  reading-room,  at  times,  has  been  taxed  to  its  utmost 
capacity.  One  thousand  and  five  more  patrons  availed 
themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  reading-room  the  past 
year  than  the  previous  year,  and  we  have  only  chairs  and 
tables  to  accommodate  fourteen  persons  at  one  time.  We 
trust  the  Council  will  investigate  this  matter,  and  take 
action  to  build  an  addition  to  the  present  building  in  order 
to  meet  the  demands  of  its  patrons. 

We  call  3'our  attention  to  the  needs  of  our  public  li- 
brary, for  we  believe,  as  another  has  said,  the  public 
library  is  the  people's  college.  Open  to  all,  it  supple- 
ments and  completes  the  public  school  system,  the  logical 
and  living  crown  of  it.  It  is  one  of  the  nobler  forms  of 
the  new  life  of  brotherly  cooperation.  A  dollar  may  pur- 
chase a  good  book  for  selfish  private  luxury.  A  hundred 
or  a  thousand  people  join  forces,  and  the  solitary  private 
book  is  multiplied  by  a  hundred,  or  a  thousand,  accessible 
to  every  one.  In  this  view  parsimony  is  no  economy,  but 
its  deceptive  counterfeit.  As  each  person  saves  a  dollar, 
he  robs  himself  of  the  cooperative  outcome  of  a  thousand 
dollars.  Best  results  for  the  welfare  of  all  the  people  may 
involve  liberal  spending.

In  view  of  the  needs  of  the  librarj^  we  ask  for  a  liberal 
appropriation.  During  the  past  5'ear  the  City  of  Rochester 
and  State  of  New  Hampshire  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the 
death  of  Mr.  Josiah  H.  Whittier,  of  East  Rochester,  who 
was  one  of  the  originators  of  the  movement  for  a  free  public 
library  in  our  city,  and  was  a  trustee  of  the  same  from 
the  time  of  its  inauguration ;  who  was,  moreover,  for 
many  years  the  secretary  of  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of 
lyibrary  Commissioners,  and  to  whose  efforts  were  very 
largely  due  the  advanced  library  legislation  of  this  State, 
and  the  proud  position  which  the  State  occupies  in  the 
number  of  its  free  public  libraries.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  suitable  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Trustees 
and  placed  upon  record. 

Mr.  J.  E.  McDuffee,  on  account  of  his  health,  resigned 
as  a  member  of  the  Trustees  in  October  of  the  past  year. 
From  the  organization  of  the  Public  I^ibrary  until  the  time 
of  his  resignation  he  was  secretar}^  of  the  board.  He  de- 
voted a  great  deal  of  hi»  time  in  the  interests  of  the  Libra- 
ry. In  the  selection  of  books,  the  Trustees  depended 
largeh^  upon  him.  His  associates  of  the  Trustees  deeply 
regret  his  resignation. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  satisfaction  in  the 
efficient  services  of  the  librarian  and  assistants  during  the 
past  year.  John  Young,  Secvctary. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Rochester  Public  Library  : 

Gentlemen  :  —  To  the  casual  observer  the  work  of 
the  library  for  1899  may  vary  but  little  from  previous 
3'ears,  but  you  who  know  something  of  its  every-day  life 
realize  what  the  library  has  become  to  the  people  and  that 
results  cannot  be  estimated  by  figures  alone. 
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The  library  contains,  at  the  time  of  this  report,  6,814 
volumes.  Of  the  327  added  during  the  year  4  replace 
books  lost  or  injured,  .')4  have  been  gifts  and  269  pur- 
chased. Much  fault  has  been  found  that  so  few  new  books 
have  been  added,  and  even  the  promise  of  a  printed  cata- 
logue has  failed  to  satisfy. 

1,006  books  have  been  given  out  at  East  Rochester, 
488  less  than  at  last  report ;  1,607  at  Gonic,  6  less  than 
during  the  j-ear  before  ;  28,395  at  the  Central  library,  a 
gain  of  256  over  last  year,  the  total  circulation  for  the 
year  being  26,008. 

During  the  year  30  cards  have  been  issued  at  Gonic, 
43  at  East  Rochester,  and  163  at  the  Central  library.  En- 
tire number  of  registrations  3,340,  two  of  these  are  non- 
residents, who  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one  dollar. 

A  serious  question  with  your  librarian  is  how  to  reach 
those  who  have  thus  far  manifested  no  interest  in  the 
library.  One  librarian  recommends  advertising,  as  the 
business  man  does  his  business ;  another  suggests  a  per- 
sonal canvas.  The  printed  catalogue,  which  after  many 
delays  will  soon  be  ready,  may  help  to  some  extent,  as  it 
will  show  that  the  librar}^  can  provide  that  which  enter- 
tains as  well  as  that  which  instructs. 

The  attendance  in  the  reading-room  for  the  year  is 
3,694,  1,005  more  than  last  3'ear.  Often  the  room  is  taxed 
to  its  utmost  capacity,  and  the  w^ell-thumbed  pages  of  the 
forty  periodicals  testify  to  their  popularity. 

The  wants  and  needs  of  the  library  are  numerous.  The 
demands  of  teachers  and  students  and  of  the  members  of 
the  various  literary  clubs  make  it  necessary  to  add  many 
books,  especially  in  certain  classes.  Patrons  are  expect- 
ing more  from  the  library,  and  as  far  forth  as  possible 
these  demands  must  be  met.     Verv  much  valuable  mate- 
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rial  is  locked  up  in  the  fifty  or  seveutj'-five  volumes  of 
magazines,  which  are  laid  one  side  until  they  can  be 
bound.  Beside  the  extra  shelving  some  better  arrange- 
ment is  needed  for  keeping  the  larger  reference  books, 
atlases,  etc. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  your  librarian  that  the  library 
may  become  more  and  more  to  the  people  of  Rochester, 
and  that  every  man,  woman  and  child  may  feel  a  personal 
interest  in  it. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  to  those  who  have 
in  any  way  contributed  to  the  successfulness  of  the  year's 
work,  and  to  the  donors  of  papers,  books,  plants  and  flow- 
ers, also  to  the  Trustees  for  their  courtesy  and  consideration.

The  following  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
with  statistics  for  the  year  ending  August  1,  1899,  and 
financial  statement  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1899, 
is  submitted  as  the  report  of  the  School  Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Boar'd  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

The  general  work  of  the  schools  has  progressed  along 
the  same  lines  as  in  the  preceding  year.  We  have  contin- 
ued the  policy  of  improving  our  teaching  as  far  as  possi- 
ble before  attempting  to  expand  its  scope,  believing  that 
the  true  enrichment  of  the  common  school  course  of  study 
is  to  be  attained  through  skilful  and  enthusiastic  teaching 
rather  than  by  the  multiplication  of  subjects  to  be  taught. 

While  there  is  doubtless  still  room  for  improvement  both 
in  the  manner  and  matter  of  our  teaching,  yet  we  have 
certainly  made  substantial  progress  and  are  doing  our 
work  to-day  with  a  truer  appreciation  of  its  scope  and 
possibilities,  and  a  more  painstaking  fidelity  than  ever 
before. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  comparatively  free  from 
interruptions  occasioned  by  sickness,  and  the  percentage 
of  attendance  has  been  somewhat  better  than  that  of  last 
year.  It  is  still,  however,  lower  than  it  should  be.  We 
are  not  looking  for  a  perfect  attendance  ;  a  certain 
amount  of  absence  is  necessary  and  to  be  expected,  but 
it  seems  to  me  that  an  allowance  of  six  per  cent,  should 
cover  all  the  absence  that  is  really  necessary,  and  that  we 
should  not  be  satisfied  while  our  percentage  is  below  94. 


Our  record  for  punctuality  last  year  was  very  bad,  a 
record  that  was  creditable  neither  to  teachers,  pupils  nor 
parents.  Over  3000  instances  of  tardiness  in  one  year 
indicated  very  plainly  that  punctuality  is  a  virtue  that  has 
not  been  held  in  high  esteem  among  us.  As  a  business 
habit  I  consider  promptness  well  worth  cultivating,  and 
believe  that  it  is  as  much  the  business  of  the  school  to 
teach  it  as  to  teach  arithmetic  or  any  other  subject.  For 
the  past  year  we  have  been  making  a  systematic  effort  to 
improve  our  record  in  this  particular.  The  result  of  our 
year's  effort  is  a  reduction  of  669  in  the  total  number  of 
tardinesses,  a  gain  of  21  per  cent.  The  High  school  has 
done  particularly  well  in  this  respect,  reducing  its  tardi- 
ness 38  per  cent,  during  the  year.  We  shall  continue  our 
efforts  in  the  same  direction  for  the  coming  year ;  for 
though  we  have  made  a  substantial  gain  our  record  is  not 
yet  one  of  which  we  can  boast.  It  is  simply  a  good  deal 
better  than  it  was,  and  we  must  make  it  a  good  deal  bet- 
ter yet.  It  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the  teacher  to  secure 
prompt  attendance,  and  our  teachers  are  expected  to  do 
all  that  is  in  their  power  to  secure  it.  Prompt  and  regu- 
lar attendance  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  are  necessary  con- 
ditions to  good  work  in  schools,  and  we  should  not  rest 
satisfied  until  we  have  realized  these  conditions. 

In  the  matter  of  school  accommodations,  we  are  appar- 
ently about  where  we  were  a  year  ago.  With  three  of 
our  present  buildings  under  the  ban  of  the  Board  of  Health , 
the  need  for  a  new  building  becomes  more  imperative 
than  ever  before.  The  Council  has  voted  an  appropriation, 
and  all  that  now  seems  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  realiza- 
tion of  our  hopes,  is  the  inability  of  the  committee  to  agree 
upon  a  suitable  location  for  the  building.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  an  agreement  may  .soon  be  reached  upon  this 
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point,  as  there  is  urgent  need  that  the  building  be  ready 
for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year. 

Very  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  repairs  during 
the  past  year  ;  but  whatever  has  been  saved  on  that  ac- 
count will  have  to  be  expended  the  coming  year.  The 
School  street  building  should  be  thoroughlj-  overhauled, 
the  school  grounds  at  Gonic  and  East  Rochester  need  at- 
tention, better  heating  facilities  should  be  provided  at  the 
High  .school  building,  and  the  Main  road  and  Rogers 
schoolhouses  should  be  painted,  refurnished  and  otherwise 
rendered  habitable.  If  the  school  on  Upham  street  is  not 
discontinued  that,  too,  will  have  to  be  extensively  re- 
paired ;  so  that  altogether  the  item  of  repairs  for  the  com- 
ing year  will  be  a  considerable  one.  With  a  new  and 
commodious  building  to  take  the  place  of  the  Main  street 
and  Upham  street  buildings  and  with  the  School  street 
building  suitably  remodeled,  our  .school  accommodations 
will  be  very  good  indeed  —  as  good  as  those  usually  found 
in  other  progressive  communities. 

The  lack  of  school  accommodations  has  been  urged  as  a 
reason  why  we  have  not  enforced  more  rigidly  the  school 
attendance  laws.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  a  good  ex- 
cuse. The  law  provides  that  all  pupils  under  sixteen 
years  of  age  shall  attend  school  for  a  certain  number  of 
weeks  each  year,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  school  board  to 
provide  accommodations  and  instruction  for  them.  If  we 
have  a  new  building  at  our  disposal  the  coming  year,  we 
can  accommodate  all  pupils  who  should  attend,  but  if  we 
have  not,  I  would  suggest  that  the  board  hire  a  room  and 
establish  an  ungraded  school  for  the  benefit  of  those  pupils 
who  should  be  in  school  and  who  are  on  the  street  or 
working  in  the  mills  and  then  instruct  the  truant  of^cer  to 
enforce  the  law  strictly. 


Chapter  93,  Section  2  of  the  public  statutes  says  :  —  No 
child  shall  attend  anj^  public  school  unless  he  has  been 
vaccinated  or  has  had  the  small  pox.  This  law  has  not 
been  enforced  in  Rochester  for  some  time,  but  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  small  pox  was  somewhat  prevalent  in 
certain  sections  of  Massachusetts  and  Maine,  it  was 
thought  wise  to  enforce  it ;  accordingly,  at  the  opening  of 
the  fall  term,  the  school  board  directed  that  all  pupils  at- 
tending the  public  schools  should  be  vaccinated.  As 
might  have  been  expected  under  the  circumstances,  con- 
siderable opposition  has  developed  among  the  parents  to 
complying  with  the  law,  and  the  law  itself  has  been  seri- 
ously questioned.  It  is  not  the  business  of  teachers  or 
superintendent  to  pass  upon  the  constitutionality  of  the 
law.  We  are  simply  instructed  to  enforce  it,  and  this  we 
intend  to  do.  It  is  expected  that  during  the  year,  all  will 
comply  with  the  law. 

Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Main  street 
building,  it  was  necessary  to  send  a  part  of  the  fifth  grade 
back  to  Maple  street  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.  The 
same  thing  happened  last  year,  so  that  the  grades  in  the 
Maple  street  building  have  been  increased  from  three  to 
five  within  the  past  two  years.  It  is  hoped  that  we  may 
be  able  another  year  to  reduce  the  number  to  four  as  that 
is  about  all  that  can  be  taught  to  the  best  advantage  in 
that  building. 

The  only  schools  that  have  been  over  crowded  during 
the  year  are  the  Main  street  grammar,  the  eighth  grade 
and  the  Gonic  primary.  In  these  three  rooms  the  number 
of  pupils  has  been  considerably  in  excess  of  the  normal 
number  ;  still  we  have  been  able  to  provide  for  them  all", 
and  the  quality  of  the  work  has  not  suffered  greatly  on 
account  of  the  over  crowding,  except  possibly  in  the  Gonic 


primary  school.  There  are  two  grades  in  this  room,  and 
over  sixty  pupils.  Under  these  conditions,  no  teacher, 
however  faithful,  can  do  full  justice  to  all  the  pupils. 
Beginners  need  a  great  deal  of  individual  direction  and 
help  from  the  teacher,  and  for  this  reason  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  best  work  cannot  be  justly  expected  of  the  teacher 
when  the  number  of  her  pupils  is  greater  than  thirty-five. 
I  believe,  too,  that  the  first  grade  should  always  be  sepa- 
rated from  the  higher  grades  when  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 
This  change  would  have  been  made  in  the  Gonic  school 
if  it  had  seemed  possible  to  do  it  without  the  employment 
of  another  teacher,  but  as  each  entering  class  grows  larger, 
it  seems  probable  that  it  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  near 
future  anyway. 

The  plan,  adopted  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago,  of 
marking  pupils  by  letter  instead  of  by  figures  and  making 
the  annual  promotions  depend  upon  the  work  in  the  daily 
recitations  rather  than  upon  the  results  of  examinations, 
is  proving  generally  satisfactor3^  It  is  not  apparent  that 
the  discontinuance  of  percentages  and  all  marks  that  indi- 
cate relative  rank  in  the  various  grades,  has  in  any  degree 
lowered  the  standard  of  scholarship.  In  fact,  the  pupils 
work  quite  as  faithfully  now  that  the  question  of  rank  is 
entirely  eliminated  ;  and  there  is  no  evidence  thus  far, 
that  the  promotions,  made  upon  the  judgment  of  the  va- 
rious teachers  have  been  made  unwisely.  Certainly  no 
parents  have  yet  availed  themselves  of  the  right  to  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  teachers.  During  the  past  year 
a  number  of  pupils  have  been  promoted  out  of  the  regular 
order,  when  their  health  and  the  quality  of  their  work 
would  seem  to  warrant  it.  All  of  these  promotions  have 
been  attended  with  good  results.  The  course  of  study  is 
now  arranged  so  that  these  irregular  promotions  can    be 


made  much  more  satisfactorily  than  under  the  old 
course. 

The  work  in  music  and  drawing  has  been  continued 
under  the  direction  of  one  teacher,  the  same  as  last  year. 
There  are  not  many  teachers  who  are  qualified  to  direct 
the  work  of  both  departments,  and  when  Miss  Manly  re- 
signed early  in  the  year,  we  found  it  a  difficult  matter  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  her  resignation.  However, 
under  the  present  teacher,  the  work  in  both  departments 
has  gone  forward  prosperousl3^  The  improvement,  par- 
ticularly in  drawing,  has  been  marked.  As  might  nat- 
urally be  expected,  this  improvement  has  been  greatest  in 
the  lower  grades,  and  it  will  be  some  few^  years  yet  before 
we  can  reasonably  expect  the  best  of  work  in  all  our 
grades.  We  should  not  expect  that  two  years'  training 
in  music  and  drawing  will  produce  the  same  results  as 
ten  years'  training,  but  be  content  with  a  gradual  im- 
provement from  year  to  year  until  the  pupils  in  the  higher 
grades  have  had  time  to  receive  the  full  benefit  of  the 
course  of  instruction.  Further  information  regarding  the 
work  in  music  and  drawing  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  Supervisor,  which  is  appended. 

The  High  school  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  The  at- 
tendance has  been  reasonably  good  and  the  general  spirit 
and  working  disposition  of  the  school  is  excellent.  Al- 
though the  work  has  not  been  equally  strong  in  every  par- 
ticular yet  on  the  whole  a  good  year's  work  has  been 
done.  The  school  is  in  good  condition  and  is  doing  work 
that  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  other  schools  of 
its  class. 

A  good  physical  laboratory  is  still  much  needed.  For 
the  past  year  we  have  been  using  a  make-shift,  which  has 
served  the  purpose  tolerably  well,  but  the  room  which  we 
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are  using  is  wanted  for  other  purposes  and  we  are  still 
hampered  by  the  lack  of  sufficient  accommodations.  Con- 
siderable apparatus  has  been  purchased  for  the  school 
during  the  5'ear,  and  in  spite  of  the  lack  of  room  good 
work  has  been  accomplished  in  physics. 

Further  details  will  be  found  in  the  principal's  report, 
which  is  appended. 

The  teachers'  meetings  have  been  continued  as  in  the 
past ;  and,  although  attendance  on  the  part  of  teachers 
has  been  purely  voluntary,  there  have  been  few  absences 
from  the  meetings.  The  object  of  these  meetings  has 
been  to  encourage  the  professional  spirit  among  teachers, 
to  consider  some  of  the  larger  questions  of  education,  and 
to  discuss  the  ordinarj^  matters  of  school  teaching  and 
school  management.  In  other  words,  to  stimulate  growth, 
for  without  growth  there  can  be  no  real  progress.  The 
character  of  the  school  will  depend  upon  the  efficiency  of 
the  teaching  force,  and  it  is  the  problem  for  the  school 
board  to  keep  the  teaching  force  at  its  highest  efficiency. 
This  implies  the  professional  growth  of  those  teachers 
already  employed  and  the  careful  selection  of  such  new 
teachers  as  may  be  elected.  Too  much  care  can  not  be 
exercised  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  Sentiment  should 
not  enter  into  the  matter  at  all.  It  is  the  right  of  the 
children  and  the  community  to  have  the  services  of  the 
best  and  most  competent  teachers  that  can  be  found,  and 
in  the  case  of  every  applicant  for  a  position  her  character 
and  professional  ability  alone  should  determine  her  stand- 
ing before  the  board. 

The  character  which  a  teacher  has  borne  is  easily  ascer- 
tained ;  her  professional  ability  is  not  so  easily  determined. 
Examinations  do  not  always  show  a  teacher's  real  worth, 
but  if  of  the  right  character  and  of  sufficient  scope,  they 


do  reveal  something  of  her  scholastic  and  professional 
knowledge  ;  and  whatever  else  may  enter  into  the  making 
up  of  a  good  teacher,  certainly  a  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
jects to  be  taught  and  of  approved  methods  of  teaching 
can  not  be  ignored. 

The  certification  of  teachers  is,  I  believe,  a  function 
which  should  belong  to  the  State,  not  the  local  authori- 
ties, and  as  the  State  is  now  ready  to  examine  teachers 
and  issue  certificates,  I  believe  that  it  would  be  for  the  in- 
terest of  our  schools  if  the  Board  should  demand  that 
hereafter  all  applicants  for  positions  in  our  graded  schools 
should  go  before  the  State  examiners  and  prove  that  they 
have  the  requisite  scholastic  and  professional  knowledge 
to  insure  their  probable  success.  The  standard  which  the 
State  Superintendent  has  set  for  the  whole  State  is  cer- 
tainly none  too  high  for  the  City  of  Rochester. 

The  usual  statistical  tables  are  appended,  also  a  finan- 
cial statement  for  the  year.  The  financial  statement  is 
for  the  j^ear  ending  December  31,  1899,  and  the  attendance 
tables  and  other  statistics  are  for  the  school  year  ending 
August  1,  1899. 

The  cost  of  text-books  and  supplies  for  the  past  year 
shows  a  considerable  increase,  which  is  due  to  the  replac- 
ing of  a  large  number  of  old  and  worn-out  books.  If  this 
work  can  be  continued  for  another  year  at  about  the  same 
expense,  the  books  belonging  to  the  City  will  be  in  better 
condition,  and  the  expense  may  then  be  somewhat  reduced 
again.

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REPORT     OF    SUPERVISOR    OF   MUSIC 
AND  DRAWING. 


Mr.    W.N.  Cragin,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir  :  —  When  I  began  my  work  in  Rochester  last 
March,  I  found  most  of  the  schools  using  the  First  Music 
Reader.  At  that  time  it  was  necessary  to  do  so  in  order 
to  master  the  intervals  and  time  difficulties,  so  that  they 
would  be  fitted  for  two  and  three  voice  work. 

About  the  first  of  May  I  started  two  voice  work  in  the 
grammar  grades,  using  the  Second  Music  Reader.  This 
fall  we  took  up  three  voice  work  with  great  interest. 

I  feel  especially  pleased  with  the  progress  made  in  most 
of  the  grammar  grades,  throughout  the  city.  It  has  been 
my  aim  to  build  up  the  work  grade  by  grade,  but  in  the 
primary  grades  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  do  this  properly, 
owing  to  the  way  the  classes  are  arranged.  For  instance, 
when  we  have  a  first  and  second  grade  together,  we  find 
this  trouble.  The  little  ones  just  entering  school  know 
nothing  about  the  work.  The  second  grade  has  had  a 
year's  training.  The  consequence  is,  that  the  second 
grade  must  be  retarded  in  its  work  while  the  first  grade 
is  taught  the  first  rudiments.  Then,  too,  the  second  grade 
will  be  able  to  sing  the  exercises  and  songs,  and  it  is  very 
difficult  to  ascertain  whether  the  little  ones  are  borne 
along,  or  whether  they  are  relying  upon  their  own  knowl- 
edge. 

The  same  trouble  arises  in  the  introduction  of  two  voice 
work,  when  we  have  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  together. 
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One  has  to  wait  while  the  other  class  makes  up  the  work. 
In  spite  of  these  difficulties,  we  find  smoother,  softer  and 
more  liquid  tones  in  all  grades. 

The  High  school,  although  working  well,  is  not  up  to 
High  school  music.  While  the  quality  of  tone  and  the 
interval  work  is  excellent,  music  has  not  been  taught  in 
the  schools  long  enough  to  enable  the  school,  as  a  whole, 
to  read  at  sight  with  that  facility  which  would  be  possible 
with  longer  training.  Though  the  spirit  is  there,  it  is,  of 
course,  unreasonable  to  expect  them  to  read  music  as  in- 
telligently and  quickly  as  their  successors  will  do  who 
shall  have  had  the  extra  drill.  The  work  has  been  large- 
ly chorus  work,  and  I  think  has  proved  of  interest  to  all. 

In  drawing  I  have  followed  as  near  as  practicable  the 
course  laid  out  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Hopkins,  of  Boston,  which  is 
partially  based  upon  the  Prang  system.  The  scholars 
have  been  extremely  interested  in  the  color  work,  and 
also  in  what  brush  work  and  manual  training  it  has  been 
possible  to  introduce. 

The  little  ones  have  been  especially  pleased  with  the 
modeling  in  clay,  and  also  with  their  crude  pictures  of 
the  domestic  animals. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  form  study,  using  the  dif- 
ferent models  and  objects  based  upon  them. 

Nature  study  has  been  introduced  by  the  drawing  of 
leaves  and  plants,  and  in  some  cases,  animals.  We  have 
had  the  arrangement  of  figures  ;  geometric  figures,  bor- 
ders and  space-filling. 

Manual  training  has  been  introduced  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent by  modeling,  paper  cutting,  paper  folding  and  by  the 
making  of  objects  in  paper  from  patterns  and  working 
drawings.  The  imagination  has  been  stimulated  by  the 
illustrated  stories  and  by  pictures  of  imaginary  scenes. 
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I  believe  that  by  the  study  of  music  and  drawing,  the 
children  will  become  nobler  men  and  women.  Not  only 
is  drawing  an  educator  in  itself,  but  it  also  adds  stimulus 
to  the  other  studies  by  the  quickened  perception,  and  per- 
haps by  the  idealization  which  is  aroused  by  that  study. 

Music,  too,  has  its  place  as  an  educational  factor.  To 
my  mind  it  develops,  more  than  any  other  study,  the 
mental,  moral  and  physical  nature.  It  has  been  said, 
"  Let  me  make  the  songs  of  a  nation  and  I  care  not  who 
makes  its  laws."  Who  can  sing  the  songs  of  the  masters 
with  proper  feeling  and  expression  without  being  bene- 
fitted thereby  ?  In  the  lowest  grades  we  have  the  simple 
ballads  and  songs  adapted  from  the  German  and  Italian, 
going  on  from  grade  to  grade  with  words  arranged  ac- 
cording^o  their  needs. 

The  power  of  music  never  came  home  as  forcibly  to  me 
as  it  did  one  day  last  spring.  A  class  was  singing  the 
Thungarian  folk  song  "How  Can  I  Leave  Thee?" 
with  remarkable  expression  for  that  class.  Looking 
down  I  espied  one  of  the  largest  and  generall}-  rudest  bo}-, 
struggling- with  his  tears.  Was  not  that  boy  being  en- 
nobled by  the  feelings  which  that  song  had  been  able  to 
arouse  ? 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  helpful 
and  constant  support  and  cooperation  of  the  teachers. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  thank  you  and  the  members 
of  the  school  committee  for  3-our  kind  advice,  interest  and 
hearty  cooperation  with  me  in  the  work.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


Mr.    William  N.  Cragin,  Supcriiitcndcnt  of  Schools  :  — 

In  accordance  with  the  recently  established  custom  I 
present  a  brief  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  High 
school  for  the  past  year. 

The  membership  for  this  year  is  as  follows  :  —  One  hun- 
dred and  forty  have  been  registered.  The  entering  class 
numbered  44  ;  20  boys  and  24  girls.  These  were  pro- 
moted from  the  following  schools  :  first  grade  grammar, 
24  ;  East  Rochester,  8  ;  Gonic,  3  ;  St.  Mary's  Parochial 
school,  1  ;  rural  schools,  2  ;  other  schools,  4.  The  Eng- 
lish course  was  elected  by  2  ;  English  lyatin  by  38  ;  the 
classical  course  by  4.  The  Sophomore  class  numbers  48  ; 
19  boys  and  29  girls.  Of  these  5  take  the  English  course, 
38  the  English  Eatin,  .")  the  Classical.  The  Junior  num- 
bers 26  ;  14  boys  and  12  girls,  with  6  pursuing  the  Eng- 
lish course,  18  the  English  Eatin,  and  2  the  Classical. 
The  Senior  class,  numbering  22,  5  boys  and  17  girls,  has 
10  of  English  course,  11  of  English  Eatin,  1  of  Classical. 
The  total  enrolment,  then,  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1899,  is  140  ;  English,  23,  English  Eatin,  lO-l,  Classi- 
cal, 12,  French,  all  classes,  78. 

The  average  attendance  and  punctuality  show  some  im- 
provement upon  that  of  last  year,  yet  we  are  assured  that 
both  parents  and  pupils  still  labor  under  some  misappre- 
hension as  to  the  full  significance  of  promptness  and  reg- 
ularity,   otherwise   a    much   more   decided   change  would

have  resulted.  We  hope,  however,  that  the  slight  ad- 
vance made  in  this  direction  has  come  from  a  fixed  deter- 
mination for  improvement,  whose  effect  will  be  more  clearly 
seen  in  the  future. 

It  has  been  our  endeavor  in  this  as  in  all  other  years  of 
our  connection  with  the  school  to  impress  upon  pupils  the 
importance  of  self-discipline  in  the  highest  sense  of  the 
term  ;  to  impart  the  belief  that  character  is  based  upon 
honorable,  self- regulated  conduct,  and  that  he  who  is  to  rule 
his  world  must  first  be  wholly  master  of  himself.  So  it 
may  be  permitted  to  say  here  that,  although  our  standard 
is  by  no  means  yet  attained,  we  are  able  to  view  with  sat- 
isfaction the  results  of  the  year  in  this  direction. 

The  work  of  teachers  is  still  carried  on  by  departments, 
a  plan  which  commends  itself  to  all  who  have  considered 
its  advantages  ;  for  while  no  instructor  who  has  at  heart 
the  evident  interest  of  his  pupils  will  seek  to  bring  into 
undue  prominence  his  special  branch,  this  method  un- 
doubtedly allows  a  perfection  in  one's  chosen  work  which 
could  not  otherwise  be  reached. 

Music  and  drawing  have  progressed  with  commendable 
results  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Burrell.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  our  time  should  be  so  fully  occupied  with 
other  prescribed  work  as  to  make  proficiency  in  these  im- 
portant branches  hardly  possible.  The  fact  cannot  be 
ignored,  that  competing  as  we  do  with  schools  whose  year 
counts  88  or  40  weeks,  we  are  placed  at  a  disadvantage, 
which  makes  the  extension  of  our  own  school  year,  to  say 
the  least,  desirable. 

Of  our  good  standing  as  a  college  preparatory  school  it 
is  assumed  that  our  representation  in  the  colleges  for  the 
current  year  is  sufficient  proof.  Dartmouth  has  7  of  our 
students;   Boston  Technology,  1;   Wellesley,  4;   Bates,  2; 
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Boston  University,  1  ;  State  college,  1  ;  while  Bridge- 
water,  Plymouth  and  Gorham  Normal  schools  claim  sev- 
eral from  our  midst.  The  class  of  1900  we  hope  will  con- 
tinue to  increase  this  number. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  the  coming  century  is  bring- 
ing a  demand  for  higher  scholarship  from  the  fitting 
schools.  Over  crowded  colleges  ask  not  "  how  many  will 
you  send  us,"  but  "  of  what  quality."  Facing  this  con- 
dition, will  not  citizens,  as  parents  and  as  promoters  of 
the  best  interests  of  the  republic,  provide  facilities  ade- 
quate to  the  best  instruction  of  their  children.  Man3%  it 
is  true,  may  not  hope  to  reach  beyond  the  High  school, 
but  in  such  cases  how  even  more  desirable  that  our  schools 
should  perform  well  the  double  duty  thus  devolving  upon 
it,  to  fit  not  only  for  the  college  campaign  but  also  for  the 
great  field  of  life. 

In  the  way  of  decoration,  we  have  added  to  our  limited 
collection  an  excellent  picture  of  the  Roman  Forum,  pre- 
sented by  the  class  of  1899.  It  is  trusted  that  the  example 
of  this  class  will  be  followed  by  all  succeeding  classes. 
Our  school  library  remains  in  its  old  condition,  perhaps 
somewhat  more  dilapidated  than  formerly.  We  are,  in- 
deed, sadly  in  need  of  reference  books  of  all  descriptions, 
from  science  to  history.  Besides  a  few  worn  dictionaries, 
there  is  nothing  upon  our  shelves  to  inspire  the  student  of 
English  with  a  desire  for  a  deeper  insight  into  the  foun- 
dation of  his  own  language  than  the  text-book  can  afford. 
We  believe  there  is  a  culture  emanating  from  the  mere 
contact  with  books,  rich  in  the  treasures  of  the  past. 
What  student  of  French  will  not  go  to  his  work  with  re- 
doubled enthusiasm  after  reading  one  of  the  gems  of 
French  literature ;  and  who,  as  he  reads  classic  story  and 
legend  of  ages  ago,  will  not  turn  to  his  I^atin   translation 
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with  energy  renewed  ?  The  Public  Library  has  proven 
itself  in  this  way  invaluable,  yet  we  hold  that  our  crying 
need  is  books  —  books  of  our  own  —  which,  serving  as  a 
daily  inspiration,  will  lift  upon  a  higher  plane  the  whole 
school  life. 

Finally  allow  me  to  say  much  gratitude  is  due  Superin- 
tendent and  Board  for  the  interest  they  have  manifested 
in  securing  so  far  as  possible  all  that  is  necessary  to  the 
modern  school  equipment.
